ment, it is, among@ opher things, enacted, ‘ That from and 
after the zgth day of September 1783, no deller of or dealet im Foreion 
Sernirs fhall be atlowed ‘to take out more than oné permit, in one and 
the fame day, tovany one perfon whatfoever (except as herein after is ex- 
cepted), which permit fhall be granted for the removal of no more than 
one cafk, or other package containing any fercign fpirituous liquors of 
one kind or fpecies}*and if any more than one cafk or other package 
of forcigy fpiritwous liquors, of one kind or fpecies, at onc time, dirett- 
¢d to one and the fame perfon (or perfons, where there are two or more 
in joint trade or*partherthip, and except as.after excepted), fhall be 
found removed or carried, or removing or. carrying, from one place in 
this kingdom to any other place, whether with or without permit, the 
fame, together’ with the ‘Weffels and boats, and the horfes and arher 
cattles and the, carriages employed in removing or carrying the fame, 
thall be forfeited, anddbalb and may be feized by any offrcer of excife 3 
provided that nothiag above contained fhall be cunftraed to prevent any 
dealer in foreign {pitituous liquors from taking out two er more per-- 
mits, and, by vittne thereof, fending two or more cafks or other ‘pects: 
ges, containing foreign -fpirituous liquors of the fame kind and {pecies, 
to.the fame perfon in the fame day, fo as each and every fuch caffe or 
package refpectively fhall be fent under different permits, and by differ- 
ent conveyarices; and providedslfo, that any feller of or dealer in fo- 
reign fpirittious liquors may fend, with one and the fame permit, and 
by one and the fame conveyatice, any mumber of caiks wit any Kind, of 
foreign fpirituous liquors therein, if each fuch cafk fha!! then contain fixty 
gallons or upwards of foreign {pirituous liq™ubrs of o:.> andthe fame kind 
or fpecies.—It is further enacted, Thatif any foreign fpirituous liquors (not 
being in cafks containing fixty gallons or upwards) fhall be found removing 
or carrying from aby one part of this kingdom to any other part there- 
of, unlefs at the times after mentioned, that is to fay, between the hours 
of feven in the morning and five in the evening; from the 29th of Sep- 
tember to the asth of March yearly,-and between the hours of five in 
the morning and feven in the evening from the 2§th of March to the 
agth of September yearly (except the fame is carrying by a known 
common ftage-coach, waggon, or, other ftage-carriage, which, afually 
travels out of thofe hours), all the frid foreign fpirituous liquors, and 
the package containing’ the fame, w' ther the fame be accompanied 
with or without » permit, andvall the-cattle anil carriages madé vfe of 
in the removing df tonveying the fame, fhall be forfeited, and thall and 
may be feized by any officer of excife.—Alfo, that from and aftes the 
{gid 29th of September 1783, when any feller of or dealer in foreign

By the aforefaid ad it is further enacted, “ "That from and after the

felony, without benefit of clergy.—AMo, that if any perfon or perfons 
whatfoever fhall connterfcit or forge, or caufe to, be counterfeited er 
forged, any permit for the removal of any excifeable commodity ; or if 
any perfon or perfons fhall knowingly or willingly give any falfe or une 
true permit, or thall ‘knowingly or willingly aceept or reeeive any faite 
or untrue permit with any.fuch excifeable commodity, removed or to be 
removed as aforefaid; or if any perfon or perfons fhall fraudulently al- 
ter or erafe any permit, after the fame fhall have-been given or granted 
by the’ proper officer of excife; or if any perfon or perfons fhall know- 
ingly or willingly publith, or make ufe of any fuch permit fo counter- 
feited, forged, falfe, entrpe,.aktered; ov: erafed, exciy perfon fo offend- 
ing Ahall, for evéry fuch-offence; forfeit and lofe the fum of Five Hon- 
preED Pounps.” , 

By the faid act it is ikewife enacted, “* That if any Tea, exceeding 
the quantity of twenty pounds weight, at aby one tiine, directed to one 
and the &me perfon: (or perfons, where there are two or more in joint 
trade or partnerfhip), and not being in‘the original cheft and ftate in 
which it was imporced into this kingdom by the Englij) Eaft India Com- 
pany, shall be.found removed or carried, or removing or carrying, whe- 
ther with or without perhrt, from any city or place ia this kingdom 
(London excepted), to any other place without the limits of the weekly 
bills of mortality, and not within the fame city or place from which the
